Dr Von Braun sald it 
planned later to send a man 
Jato orbit round the carth with 
an Atlas rocket, which has a 
range of 5,000 miles. : 

He said: that immediately 
after his return to the. United 
States, the United States army 
planned to put into orbit a new 
satelllte weighing B9 pounds. 

This‘ would have measuring 
devices to ascertain what per- 
centage of the sun's encrgy 
reached ‘the carth ond what 
percentage was reflected back 
into’ space by clouds. 

The satellite would cirele the 
earth 16 tlmes dally and cover 
all parts of the carth, It would 
also measure ‘“soft. X-rays,” 
the ultra violet spectrum of the 
sun, the number of protons and 
electrons in the earth's radio~' 
on belt, and 2 meteorite coun- 
ter would measure the number 
and force of meteor particles 
encountered by the satelite, 

The information would be 
relayed back’ to carth by two 
rodios on the satellite, 


NEW PROJECT : 

Dr Yon Braun alo spoke of 
another project, the “Saturn” 
rocket which ho called, ‘tho 
biggest and mast . ambitious 
project in the United States or 
even in the whole world.”
